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1 . UNFICYP RENEWAL - 

THE EVENTS LEADING UP TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL'S LAST- 

MINUTE APPROVAL OF THE UNFICYP RENEWAL RESOLUTION COALESCE 

INTO A PATTERN OF TACTICAL MISMANAGEMENT BY THE COUNCIL 

AND A PARTICULARLY FRUITLESS COMPETITION IN THE GAME 

OF CHICKEN BETWEEN THE PARTIES. PSYCHOLOGICAL WARFARE 

GAMES THROUGH BARGAINING OVER RESOLUTION WORDING ARE HARDLY 

UNKNOWN IN THE COUNCIL, BUT THE JUNE 15 EXPERIENCE HIT AN 

ALL-TIME LOW. THE SC HAD FLOUNDERED THROUGH 

SEVERAL DAYS OF POINTLESS CONSULTATIONS AND BOTH SIDES HAD 

THEIR BACKS UP. AT THAT POINT, NOON JUNE 15, THE WESTERN 

FOUR PATCHED TOGETHER NEW LANGUAGE TO REPLACE THE OFFENDING 

PARAGRAPHS AND TRIED TO 1ST FAIRLY HARD ON THE PARTIES. 

AFTER THE ELEVENTH HOUR HAGGLING PRODUCED AN AGREED TEXT, 
BEHIND-THE-SCENES EXCHANGES BEGAN ON WHO WAS TO BLAME FOR 
AN EXHAUSTED COUNCIL AND A TEMPORARILY SOURED ATMOSPHERE. 

THE SYG PLAYED A CONSTRUCTIVE ROLE THROUGHOUT, VOLUNTEERING 
EXPLANATIONS ON THE WORDING OF THE REPORT, THE STATUS OF THE

2. SECURITY COUNCIL — UNFICYP 

THE SC JUNE 16 HEARD STATEMENTS BY REPRESENTATIVES OF 
CYPRUS, GREECE, TURKEY AND ALL COUNCIL MEMBERS EXCEPT LIBYA 
ON THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED THE PREVIOUS MIDNIGHT EXTENDING 
THE STATIONING OF UNFICYP FOR A FURTHER PERIOD ENDING DEC. 

15 AND REQUESTING THE SYG TO CONTINUE HIS GOOD OFFICES. 

IN ADDITION, UNDER RULE 39, CHELIK, WHO SAID HE WAS PRESENTING 
THE VIEWS OF THE TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY, SPOKE. 

CYPRUS - ROSSIDES CITED PASSAGES IN THE SYG'S REPORT 
ON RESTRICTIONS ON UNFICYP'S FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT, CONTINUED 
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LOOTING IN TURKISH OCCUPIED PART OF CYPRUS, AND THE SYG'S 
REGRET THAT INVESTIGATORY MACHINERY FOR TRACING 
MISSING PERSONS HAD NOT YET BEEN ESTABLISHED. HE DESCRIBED 
THE INTERCOMMUNCAL TALKS SO FAR AS "UNPRODUCTIVE AND MEAN- 
INGLESS" - THE TURKISH SIDE AVAILED ITSELF OF BENEFITS IN 
THE AGREEMENTS REACHED, BUT IGNORED THE OBLIGATIONS INVOLVED. 
IT WAS DELIBERATELY UNDERMINING THE TALKS THROUGH UNILATERAL 
ACTIONS, WHICH IT CALLED "NEW REALITIES," SUCH AS THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF THE SO-CALLED TURKISH FEDERATED STATE OF 
CYPRUS, AND IT WAS AIMING AT PARTITION OF CYPRUS. ROSSIDES 
SAID HE STILL FELT THAT TALKS FREELY CONDUCTED AND IN THE 
FRAMEWORK OF RELEVANT UN RESOLUTIONS, COULD PROVIDE THE WAY 
TO MAINTAIN AN INDEPENDENT, UNIFIED AND VIABLE STATE. 

UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES, HOWEVER, WOULD HIS GOVERNMENT ACCEPT 
"A LEGALIZED FAIT ACCOMPLI CREATED BY THE USE OF FORCE" 

OR A CONSTITUTION CALCULATED TO LEAD TO THE DISSOLUTION OF 
CYPRUS AS AN INDEPENDENT, SOVEREIGN AND NONALIGNED STATE. 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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HE HOPED THE TURKISH SIDE WOULD TAKE "A MORE POSITIVE 
ATTITUDE." ROSSIDES SAW SIGNS OF A NEW APPROACH TOWARD WORLD 
PROBLEMS ON THE PART OF A NUMBER OF MAJOR COUNTRIES, AND 
HE HOPED THIS NEW SPIRIT WOULD EVENTUALLY COME TO CYPRUS. 
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CHELIK STATED THAT THE RESOLUTION WAS NOT ACCEPTABLE 
IN TOTO AND COMPLAINED IN PARTICULAR ABOUT REFERENCE TO 
"GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS," DECLARING THAT THE TWO COMMUNITIES OF 
CYPRUS SHOULD BE TREATED ON AN EQUAL FOOTING. REFERENCE TO 
PAST RESOLUTIONS, "ADOPTED IN OUR ABSENCE, AND WHICH HAVE 
BREN AFFECTED AND AMENDED OR RENDERED OBSOLETE BY 
SUBSEQUENT DEVELOPMENTS" WERE UNREALISTIC AND 
SERVED NO USEFUL PURPOSE. HE SAID THE SC SHOULD GIVE MORE 
EMPHASIS TO THE INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS, PARTICULARLY THE 
FRAMEWORK AGREEMENT REACHED BETWEEN DENKTASH AND MAKARIOS. 

HE CHARGED THAT A PARAGRAPH IN THE RESOLUTION REGARDING 

THE FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT OE UNEICYP IN THE NORTH WAS MISLEADING. 

REGARDING ROSSIDES' INCORRECT ACCOUNT OF THE INVESTIGATORY 
MECHANISM FOR TRACING MISSING PERSONS, CHELIK SAID THE ONLY 
OBSTACLE TO AGREEMENT WAS THE GREEK CYPRIOT REEUSAL TO 
RECOGNIZE THE RED CRESCENT IN CYPRUS. AS CONFIRMED BY THE SYG, 

IT HAD BEEN PRESIDENT DENKTASH'S BOLD INITIATIVE THAT SUCCEEDED 
IN BRINGING ABOUT THE RESUMPTION OF THE INTERCOMMUNCAL TALKS. 

UNFORTUNATELY THE GOODWILL DISPLAYED BY THE TURKISH CYPRIOT 
SIDE HAD NOT RECEIVED THE RESPONSE IT DESERVED FROM THE GREEK 
CYPRIOT SIDE. 

THE PRLBLEM, IN ESSENCE, CHELIK SAID, IS A CONSTITUTIONAL 

ONE BETWEEN THE TWO COMMUNITIES. THE GREEK CYPRIOTS CONTINUED 
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TO PRETEND THERE WAS ONE CYPRUS, ONE ADMINISTRATION, ONE 

REGION, AND THEY WERE THE GOVERNMENT IN CONTROL OF THE WHOLE 

ISLAND. IN VIEW OF THE PAST, IT WOULD NOT BE REALISTIC TO 

EXPECT NORMALIZATION OVERNIGHT. THE TURKISH CYPRIOT SIDE 

ENVISAGED THE ESTABLISHMENT OE A BICOMMUNAL, BIZONAL AND 

NONALIGNED EEDERAL REPUBLIC IN WHICH THE TWO NATIONAL COMMUNITIES 

WOULD BE ABLE TO LIVE SIDE BY SIDE IN THEIR RESPECTIVE 

REGIONS IN PEACE AND SECURITY, FREE FROM DOMINATION OF ONE 

BY THE OTHER. TO THIS END, THERE SHOULD BE A CAUTIOUS 

AND REALISTIC START, GIVING, TO BEGIN WITH, ONLY LIMITED POWERS 
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AND EUNCTIONS TO THE CENTRAL FEDERAL GOVERNMENT. CHELIK 
THEN ACCUSED THE GREEK CYPRIOT ADMINISTRATION OF 
INTENSIFICATION OF THE "POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC WARFARE" 

AGAINS THE TURKISH CYPRIOTS, AND CITED PREVENTION OE CHARTER 
FLIGHTS, THREATS TO FOREIGN TOURIST AGENCIES, OBSTRUCTION 
OF FOREIGN SHIPS AND AIRCRAFT FROM CALLING ON TURKISH CYPRIOT 
PORTS AND AIRPORTS, AND ORDERS BY THE GREEK CYPRIOT- 
ADMINISTERED CENTRAL BANK TO FOREIGN BANKS TO TERMINATE 
FURTHER EXHCNAGE TRANSACTIONS IN THE NORTH. 

GREECE - PAPOULIAS REFERRED TO RESTRICTIONS ON UNFICYP'S 
MOVEMENTS, UNCHANGED SITUATION REGARDING MEDICAL CARE OF 
GREEK CYPRIOTS IN THE NORTH, LOOTING, FOREIGN MILITARY 
OCCUPATION OF 40 PERCENT OF THE REPUBLIC'S TERRITORY, MISSING 
PERSONS, AND EXPULSION OF GREEK CYPRIOTS BRINGING NUMBER 
OF 'REFUGEES IN THEIR OWN COUNTRY" TO 198,477. HE SHARED THE 
SYG'S DISAPPOINTMENT WITH THE INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS, AND 
SAID IT WAS OBVIOUS THAT AS LONG AS THE NEGOTIATING PROCESS 
WAS USED BY THE OTHER SIDE AS A CONVENIENT DELAYING TACTIC 
IN ORDER TO PERPETUATE FAITS ACCOMPLIS AND TO CREATE SO- 
CALLED "IRREVERSIBLE SITUATIONS," THERE WAS LITTLE HOPE OF 
MAKING REAL PROGRESS TOWARD A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. THE GREEK 
CYPRIOT SIDE HAD SHOWN ITS GOODWILL AND THE GREEK GOVERNMENT 
WOULD CONTINUE TO FULLY SUPPORT THE SYG'S GOOD OEFICES. 

TURKEY - TURKMEN NOTED THE SYG'S REPORT REFERRED TO 
RESTRICTION IN UNEICYP'S FREEDOM OE MOVEMENT, AND HE STATED 
IT WAS EVIDENT UNFICYP HAD TO REACH AN UNDERSTANDING WITH 
THE TURKISH CYPRIOT ADMINISTRATION FOR THE DISCHARGE 
OF ITS FUNCTIONS IN THE NORTH. HE SUGGESTED THAT IE THERE 
WERE NO SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS TOWARD A CYPRUS SOLUTION IN THE 
NEXT SIX MONTHS, THE SC SHOULD PERHAPS REVIEW UNFICYP'S 
MANDATE AND ADAPT IT TO PREVAILING CIRCUMSTANCES. 
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THE HIGH-LEVEL MEETING, HELD AT DENKTASH'S INITIATIVE, HAD 
BEEN TERMED UNANIMOUSLY AS A BREAK-THROUGH IN THE QUEST 
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FOR A SOLUTION BY ALL PARTIES CONCERNED. TURKEY WAS 
GRATIFIED TO SEE THAT THE SC, IN NOTING THE DENKTASH/ 

MAKARIOS MEETING, HAD TAKEN A REALISTIC AND CONSTRUCTIVE 
APPROACH. REFERRING TO THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED AT MID- 
NIGHT, TURKMAN FOUND IT "UNACCEPTABLE TO US IN TOTO" AND 
DISASSOCIATED TURKEY FROM IT BECAUSE OF ITS "UNFORTUNATE 
REEERENCE" TO A NON-EXISTENT "GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS." 

AMB LEONARD STATED THAT THE US DID NOT UNDERESTIMATE 
THE DIFFICULTIES IN OVERCOMING THE DEEP DIEFERENCES BETWEEN 
THE PARTIES ON THE BASIC ELEMENTS OF A SETTLEMENT, BUT FELT 
THAT THE PARTIES MUST CONTINUE TO EXPLORE THEIR REQUIREMENTS 
FOR A SETTLEMENT IN A SERIOUS AND SUSTAINED MANNER. REEERRING 
TO THE $54 MILLION UNFICYP DEEICIT, LEONARD POINTED OUT THAT SC 
PERMANENT MEMBERS HAD A SPECIAL OBLIGATION TO PROVIDE FINANCIAL 
SUPPORT TO PEACEKEEPING IN CYPRUS, AND HE HOPED GOVERNMENTS 
WOULD RESPOND GENEROUSLY TO THE SYG'S APPEAL. 

BYATT (UK) SAID THE UK HOPED TO MAINTAIN ITS CONTINGENT 

AT ITS PRESENT STRENGTH FOR THE NEXT SIX MONTHS, WOULD CONTINUE 

TO MEET THE COSTS OF THE CONTINGENT IN EULL, AND CONTINUE 

TO MEET A LARGE PART OF THE COST OF LOGISTIC SUPPORT TO THE 

FORCE. HE ALSO POINTED TO "THE CONTINUING AND DISQUIETING 

PROBLEM" OF UNFICYP'S FINANCIAL SITUATION, AND ADDED THAT 

THE STATUS OF THE UN WOULD NOT BE ENHANCED BY THE SPECTACLE OF 

THE SC SOLEMNLY VOTIN FOR THE CONTINUED EXISTENCE OF A PEACEKEEPING 

FORCE WHICH WAS UNABLE TO CONTINUE TO OPERATE BECAUSE OE 

ABSENCE OF FUNDS. HE SAID BOTH SIDES MUST MAKE VASTLY 

INCREASED EEFORTS TO APPRECIATE ONE ANOTHER'S POSITIONS AND MUST 

INITIATE THE PROCESS OF IDENTIFYING, EXPLORING IN DEPTH 

AND BROADENING SUCH COMMON GROUND AS MIGHT EXIST BETWEEN THEM. 
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TROYANOVSKY (USSR), WHO SUPPORTED THE RESOLUTION ON THE UNDER- 
STANDING THAT THE FINANCING OF UNFICYP WOULD CONTINUE TO BE 
ON A VOLUNTARY BASIS, THOUGHT THE BEST POSSIBILITY FOR A 
SETTLEMENT WOULD BE A REPRESENTATIVE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE 
UNDER UN AUSPICES. MIRZA (PAKISTAN) THOUGHT IT WAS A 
SIGN OF GOOD FAITH THAT EACH INTERLOCUTOR AT THE JANUARY 
AND EEBRUARY MEETINGS HAD MADE CLEAR THAT HIS OWN PROPOSALS 
WERE NEGOTIABLE AND THAT THE TALKS WOULD BE RESUMED LATER THIS 
MONTH. LAPRETTE (FRANCE), WHO COMMENTED THAT THE SC CONSULTATIONS 
HAD SHOWN THAT THE RENEWAL OE THE UNFICYP MANDATE WAS NOT A 
SIMPLE ROUTINE MATTER, SAID THAT THE MEETINGS BETWEEN THE 
LEADERS OF THE TWO SIDES LED TO SOME HOPE OF PROGRESS. 

CHEN CHU (CHINA) ALSO FOUND THE MAKARIOS/DENKTASH MEETING A 
POSITIVE STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. HE HOPED THE CYPRIOT 
COMMUNITIES WOULD CARRY ON PATIENT NEGOTIATIONS ON AN 
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EQUAL FOOTING, ELIMINATE THEIR DIFFERENCES, AND AVOID GIVING 
ANY OPENING TO "THAT SUPERPOWER WHICH IS BENT ON SOWING 
DISCORD.” CHINA HAD NOT PARTICIPATED IN THE VOTE BECAUSE IT 
HAD ALWAYS HELD A DIFFERENT POSITION IN PRINCIPLE ON 
THE QUESTION OF A UN FORCE. 

VON WECHMAR (ERG) APPEALED TO THE PARTIES TO CONSIDER 
THEIR COMMON INTERESTS AND NOT TO MISS THE PRESENT OPPORTUNITY 
TO OVERCOME THEIR DIFFERENCES. JAIPAL (INDIA) SUGGESTED 
THE PARTIES MIGHT BENEFIT FROM CONSTITUTIONAL EXPERTS FROM 
OTHER COUNTRIES IN WORKING OUT A CYPRIOT SOLUTION. HE ALSO 
MENTIONED THE PROBLEM OF UNFICYP FINANCING. ILLUECA (PANAMA) 
ASKED HOW THERE COULD BE FREE NEGOTIATIONS IN CYPRUS 
WHEN THE COUNTRY WAS OCCUPIED BY A FOREIGN MILITARY POWER. 
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PRESIDENT BARTON, SPEAKING AS CANADIAN REPRESENTATIVE, 

SAID THAT CANADA WOULD MAINTAIN ITS CONTINGENT FOR THE NEXT 
SIX-MONTH PERIOD, COMMENDED THE JOB UNFICYP WAS DOING, 

NOTED ITS SERIOUS FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES, URGED ALL 
COUNTRIES TO GIVE IT SUPPORT, AND ADDED THAT UNEICYP 
COULD NOT BE EXPECTED TO REMAIN ON THE ISLAND INDEFINITELY. 

IN A SERIES OF RIGHTS OF REPLY, GREECE CONTENDED THAT 
THE TURKISH REPRESENTATIVE TRIED TO JUSTIEY HIS COUNTRY'S 
AGGRESSION. CYPRUS CALLED TURKISH REJECTION OE THE RESOLUTION 
"A TRAVESTY," DESCRIBED AS "RIDICULOUS " AND CHARGE THAT THE 
GREEK CYPRIOTS "HATED" THE TURKISH CYPRIOTS, 

DENIED THAT CYPRUS WAS CARRYING ON "ECONOMIC WARFARE" 

AGAINST THE TURKISH CYPRIOTS, AND ACCUSED THE TURKISH 
CYPRIOTS OP TRYING TO EXPORT "STOLEN AND LOOTED GOODS." 

CHELIK REJECTED THE GREEK CYPRIOT ALLEGAION HE WAS A PUPPET, 

AND ROSSIDES SAID HE COULD UNDERSTAND THE DIFFICULTIES OF 
"THE AGENT OF ANKARA." (REPEATED INPO ANKARA, ATHENS, 

NICOSIA)

3. EXLUSION OF ISRAEL FROM SOLIDARITY MEETING - 

USUN HAD RECEIVED INVITATION ON OAU STATIONERY TO THE MEETING 
ON SOWETO ANNIVERSARY, AND AMB LEONARD AND USDEL ATTENDED. 

SHORTLY AFTER THE MEETING BEGAN, ITALIAN COUNSELOR POINTED 
OT THE USDEL THAT THERE WAS NO SEAT OR SIGN FOR ISRAEL IN 
THE CONFERENCE ROOM. ALL MEMBER STATES EXCEPT ISRAEL AND 
SOUTH AFRICA HAD BEEN ALLOTTED SEATS. AMB LEONARD THEN 
WITHDREW USDEL (LOCATED AT REAR OF CHAMBER). ISRAELI AMB 
HERZOG CHECKED AND FOUND HIS MISSION HAD RECEIVD 
NO INVITATION, AND THE SYG'S STAPF INDICATED WALDHEIM 
HAD NOT BEEN AWARE ISRAEL WAS NOT INVITED. DURING THE MEETING, 

CONFIDENTIAL 
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OAU DEPUTY REP SAM EXPRESSED DISMAY TO MISOFF (WHO WAS 
CONSULTING WITH OTHERS ON SIDE OF CONFERENCE ROOM) 

THAT US WAS NOT OCCUPYING ITS SEAT. SAM SAID OAU DOES NOT 
COMMUNICATE WITH SOUTH AFRICA AND ISRAEL "SINCE THEY BOTH 
OCCUPY AFRICAN LAND," AND HE ADDED THAT AFRICAN GROUP 
WOULD REACT NEGATIVELY TO US BOYCOTT OF SUCH AN IMPORTANT 
MEETING. MISOFF TOLD HIM US REACTED VERY NEGATIVELY TO 
FACT UN MEMBER STATES WERE EXCLUDED SELECTIVELY. LATER, 

SYG WALDHEIM CONFIRMED TO LEONARD HE WAS UNAWARE OF EXCLUSION 
OF ISRAEL UNTIL CONFRONTED BY THE PRESS, AND HE WAS ALREADY 
BEING CRITICIZED. 

AUSTRALIANS REPORTED THAT AMB HARRY IS SENDING LETTER 
TO OAU REP OUTTARA WHICH WILL CITE AUSTRALIA'S STATEMENT ON 
BEHALF OF COMMONWEALTH IN THE SOLIDARITY MEETING AND MALCOLM 
FRASER'S NOTE OUTLINGING AUSTRALIA'S POLICY TOWARD APARTHEID 
AND SOWETO, AND WILL CONCLUDE BY STATING HE WAS DISTURBED 
TO OBSERVE THAT CERTAIN MEMBER STATES HAD NOT BEEN GIVEN 
OPPORTUNITY TO ATTEND. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 1938)

AUSTRALIAN AMB HARRY READ OUT THE TEXT OF A MESSAGE FROM
